sus was twelve years old. His "par- 
ents" were strict religionists and obey 
ed the Mosaic,(Uiw by attending re- 
gularly tlie Feast of Passover at Jer- 
usalem c\ery year, aud on this occa- 
sion Jesus was with them. The ex- 
pression "parents," 
does not imply 


that Saint Luk<> supposed Joseph to 
be the Father of Jesus, any more than 
that .M'iry *>o considered 
the mattei 


when (verso 18) she-spoke of Joseph 
as being His "father." He 
wa-j the 


foster father of Jesus His foster par 
out. The language is in exact har- 
mony with what we would use undei 
btich circumstances today and is not 
u basis for any just criticism 


As might be stirmis'cd, the gathering 


of Jews from all parts 
meant ^reat 


ciowds. Different families fiom dif- 
ferent localities usually 
traveled to 


gether as one caravan. It was a Jew- 
ish custom that, a Jewish boy should 
be eonsideied "a son of the 
^uv" 


when he had attained his twe'fth year 
He then became responsible under the 
Law and thenceforth was rermued to 
keep its festivals, etc. 


At the time in question Jesus had 


attained His twelfth 
birthday. He 


well knew of His peculiar birth and 
of the great piophceics which center 
cd in Him, related by Gabriel to llii 
mission—to do the will of the Heaven 
ly Father.
